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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 42, 43, and 47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The limitations set forth in these claims lack support in the original 
disclosure. The locations pointed out in the remarks establishing support are not consistent with 
the' claimed limitations. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 44-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. These claims relate to the disclosed flexible embodiment while the shaft is 
presently defined as rigid. Further, in claim 45, the active electrode member lacks clarity as such 
an element has not been previously set forth. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 26-34, 36, 38, 40, and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Pao (4,674,499). The reference discloses an electro surgical instrument having an 
insulating shaft with a rigid distal end portion. The shaft includes a first electrode terminal 36 
and a return electrode 34 (Figure 4). The other embodiments disclose similar structures including 
fluid delivery and aspiration features. Uses of the device are disclosed at column 9, lines 37-47. 

Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pao (4,674,499) 
in view of Poler (4,301,802). The fluid lumen in Pao is within the first electrode terminal. Poler 
discloses a similar device but includes the fluid delivery lumen about the shaft of the first 
electrode and between the shaft and return electrode (see column 2, line 33 - column 3, line 9). 
Given this teaching, it would, have been obvious to the skilled artisan to form the fluid lumen 
about the shaft in Pao to better distribute the fluid between the electrodes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37 and 39 are would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
